Fischer-—Spassky 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (A P) 
■— Bobby Fischer moved half a 
point closer to the world chess 
title Friday when his 18th game 
with champion Boris Spassky 
ended in a draw. 


Fischer, who needs only two 
points to take the title, now 
leads the Russian 10% to 7%. 
The 19th game will be played 
Sunday. 


To. retain his crown, Spassky 
must win another 4% points in 
the remaining games of the 24- 
game match. With each victory 
counting a point, he must wm 
four games and draw one. Yet 
he has beaten the U.S. chal­ 
lenger only twice in 18 games. 


The latest draw came on the 
47th move of the game resumed 


from Thursday and after only 
30 minutes of píay. 


Summing up the play, Grand­ 
master Svetozar Gligoric of Yu­ 
goslavia 
declared; 
“Fischer 
missed a chance to develop an 
irresistible attack on his 35th 
move. It is not the first time. 
He plays too fast. He has look­ 
ed a little bit sterile of late.” 
Ass for the champion, Gligoric 
said: ‘‘Spassky is playing good 
chess, but too late.” 


Referee Lothar Schmid called 
a draw after Spassky with his 
47th move completed a triple 
repetition. Under the rules, this 
ineans a draw. Spassky did a 
similar thing in the 17th game.

Miami Protesters 


MIAMI, Fla. (A P) — Almost 
all the remaining protesters 
jailed during the Republican 
National Convehtion were re­ 
leased Friday, but the demon­ 
strators still faced the possi­ 
bility of charges. 


Almost 1,200 persons were 
jailed during the GOP meeting. 
A total of 401 remained in jail 
Friday 
morning 
and 
Dade 
County Circuit Judge John A. 
Tahksley ordered 396 released 
on token $10 bonds or their own 
recognizance. 


The five left in the Miami 
City Ja il are charged with fel­ 
onies. 


Some of those released went 
unwillingly, with guards forcib­ 
ly walking them out into the 
streets. 


Charges were not dropped 
and the defendants still f^ced 


the possibility of preliminary 
hearings, which protest leaders 
said could force many to stay 
around town. 


“ The solidarity of the prison­ 
ers forced the government to 
evict them,” said Bob Lamb, a 
coordinator of the Miami Con­ 
vention Coalition, which plotted 
some of the protests at the time 
of the GOP convention. 


A spokesman for Dade Coun­ 
ty Metropolitan Court said trial 
dates for the defendants would 
be set within 30 days. If a de­ 
fendant does not appear at a 
preliminary hearing on a mis­ 
demeanor, he said, a warrant 
is routinely issued for his ar­ 
rest if he returns to Florida. 


However, Circuit Judge C. P. 
Rubiera said the question of 
whether charges will stand is 
still being discussed by court 
officials. 


Agnew — 
VFW 


MINNEAPOLIS, Mmn. (A P) 
— Vice President Spiro T. Ag­ 
new told cheering members of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
on Friday that there is no prec­ 
edent for a general amnesty for 
draft-dodgers. 


To grant such a pardon, as 
suggested 
by 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern, 
would 
“ tear the 
country apart,” Agnew said at 
the VFW convention. 


It was Agnew’s first speech 
since he and President Nixon 
were nominated for a second 
term by the Republican Nation­ 
al Convention in Miami Beach. 


Agnew, 
interupted 
by 
ap­ 
plause 20 times during his 26- 
minute si^ech, said he plans to 
“discuss issues in depth and to 
analyze the positions taken on 
them by bote sides.” He has 


said there is no need for him to 
be the “ cutting-edge” of the 
campaign this year. 


Agnew was applauded three 
times in less than a minute as 
he discussed the Republican po­ 
sition on amnesty: 


“President Nixon’s position 
on amnesty is totally different 
from 
t h a t 
of 
Senator 
McGovern. The President has 
announced that he is opposed to 
the granting of any general or 
unconditional amnesty for those 
who evaded the draft. 


McGovern addressed the vet­ 
erans on Thursday and 
re­ 
ceived a polite but cool recep­ 
tion, in contrast to the cheers 
that greeted Agnew. 


The VFW, which does not en­ 
dorse political candidates, ear- 
Her adopted a resolution con­ 
demning amnesty. 


China U.N. Veto 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(A P) — Communist China cast 
its fu:st U.N. veto Friday to bar 
Bangladesh from membership 
in the United Nations. 


China failed earlier to obtain 
an indefinite postponement of a 
Security 
Council > debate 
on 
whether to admit Bangladesh. 


A Chinese resolution propos­ 
ing postponement failed to ob­ 
tain the necessary number of 
votes for approval. The vote 
was 3-3 with 9 abstentions. 


Faced with a, showdown on 
Bangladesh membership, Chi­ 
nese Ambassador Huang Hua 
preceded his no vote with a 
blistering attack on the Soviet 
Union, accusing the Russians of 
acting on the world stage “ with 
honey in their mouths and dag­ 
gers in their hearts.” 


China cast the lone vote 
against the proposal for admis­ 


sion, sponsored by the Soviet 
Union, India, Yugoslavia and 
Britain. There were 11 votes in 
favor and three abstentions. 


The United States voted with 
the majority of the 15 council 
members in favor of giving the 
young country U.N. member­ 
ship. 


Bangladesh was born of last 
December’s India-Pakistan war 
that Pakistan lost. The new na­ 
tion was carved out of the for­ 
mer East Pakistan, a Pakistani 
province separated from West 
Pakistan by 1,000 miles of In- 
dian territory. 


The Soviet Union supported 
India in the war; China backed 
Pakistan. The United States 
also sided with Pakistan at the 
time, but has since recognized 
Bangladesh. The new country, 
with 75 million people, is the 
world’s eighth largest.

Faces Russia 


MOSCOW (A P) - With a dis­ 
appointing grain harvest loom­ 
ing, 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
has 
launched a drive to stop people 
from wasting bread. 


Bread holds almost a hal­ 
lowed place 
among Russian 
foods. No meal is complete 
without it and bread and salt 
are the traditional gifts in this 
country. 


Newspapers, filled with re­ 
ports on the grain harvest, also 
have been printing stories decr­ 
ying the waste of bread. 


Pravda, the Communist party 
paper, told of two men in the 
Ukraine each sentenced to a 
year in jail for trucking 1,000 
loaves of stale rye bread to the 
garbage dump. 


Evening 
Moscow 
claimed 
that cafeterias in Moscow deliv­ 
ered 114 tons of leftover bread 
to farms for animal feed in six 
months. 


The articles are quick to say 
there will be no shortages of 
bread. 


But such assurances make 
Russians 
uneasy, 
especially 
with the heightened official con­ 


cern about the grain harvest 
and occasional newspaper ref­ 
erences to “ a difficult hgricul- 
tural yield.” 


A new indication of top-level 
concern was shown by the 
flight of party chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev Thursday to Kazakhs­ 
tan, where the harvest is under 
way. 


The reason for the trip was 
not reported, but along with lo­ 
cal agriculture officials on hand 
to meet him was Dinmukha- 
mad A, Kunayev, Kazakhstan 
party 
leader 
who had just 
toured collective farms. 


Apparently 
Brezhnev waned 
to discuss the harvest that 
Western experts have predicted 
will fall short of its planned 190 
million tons of grain and below 
the 181 million tons harvested 
last year. 


Soviet piiirchases of U. S. and 
Canadian grain show the effort 
to insure grain supplies. There 
is no indication the 1972 crop 
may be so bad that bread sup­ 
plies 
are 
endangered, 
Sill, 
here is worry about any waste 
of bread. 


Women’s Lib Holds 
Vationwide Rallies

A “ Women Power” sign was 
unfurled in the gallery of the 
American Stock Exchange on 
Friday. Boston feminists pre­ 
pared to elect the “ worst male 
chauvinist pig of the year.” In 
Chicago there 
wore protests 
that the educational system is 
slanted against girls and in fa­ 
vor of boys. 


These were among highlights 
of 
nationwide 
rallies 
and 
marches marking tile 52nd an­ 
niversary of the day the women 
won the vote, Aug. 26, 1920, and 
also heralding a drive for ratifi­ 
cation 
of an 
Equal 
Rights 
amendment to the Constitution, 
already approved by 20 of the 
required 3B states. 


The third annual Women’s 
Strike for Equality also wont 
off with nn eye toward the No­ 
vember elections. Lucy Wilson 
Benson, 
president 
of 
the 
Lea(V,ue of Women Voters, said 
In Washington that the per­ 
centage of women voters may 
surpass men for the first time. . 


Demonstrations began earlier 
In the week and wore scheduled 
to reach their climax Saturday. 
The women headed into tholr 
annual protest with a victory of 
sorts already, won, The Farm­ 
er’s Almanac agreed to a more 
favorable attitude toward wom­ 


en. 


For 156 years, the Almanac 
has poked gentle fun at women, 
with lines like: “ One of the 
best ways for a woman to catch 
a man is to keep her trap 
shut." 


Yielding to letters from pro­ 
testing women, editor Ray Gei­ 
ger said the Sept. 17 edition 
will point out, among other 
items, that tests have shown a 
woman’s intelligence is equal to 
a man’s. 


In Mexico, Mo., Connie Wil­ 
liams, 22, a mother of a 3-year- 
old girl, will celebrate Women’s 
Rights Day Saturday by driving 
in a demolition auto derby. 
Drivers ram their cars into 
each other until all but the win­ 
ner’s are disabled. 


Men on the floor of the Amer­ 
ican 
Stock 
Exchange 
booed 
when a group from NOW un­ 
furled their flag, a demonstra­ 
tion similar to one a year ago. 


A group of NOW members 
met in Chicago with Illinois Su­ 
perintendent of Schools Michael 
J. Bakalis. They presented him 
with figures intended to show 
that school 
reading 
features 
nearly three times as many sto­ 
ries about boys as about girls, 
and that 90 per cent more mon­ 
ey Is spent on boys’ athlltic 
programs than on girls’. 


SAIGON (A P) - The district 
town pf Que Son, a strongpoint 
in thé valley of the same name, 
was 
recaptured 
Friday 
by 
South ' Vietnamese troops, mili­ 
tary sources reported. 


But the victory in the north 
was offset by a reversal in the 
south,, where enemy troops in 
fierce fighting cut Saigon’s vi­ 
tal rice route to the Mekong 
Delta. 


There 
was 
no 
immediate 
word whether the rangers met 
resistânce in Que Son, which 
guards an often-used valley in- 
filtration route to the coastal 
plain and to Da Nang, 30 miles 
to the north, 


A tàrik-supported South Viet­ 
namese infantry column was 
reported held up at a well-de- 
fended enemy hill position two 
miles away. Other elements of 
an estimated 10,000-man Que 
Son counteroffensive were said 
to be moving slowly behind 
heavy air and artillery strikes. 
They were said to be taking 
many casualties from enemy 


gun positions. 


The loss; of Que Son and near­ 
by Fire Base Ross last week 
put most of a South Viethaihese 
regiment out of commission 
and cost dozens of guns and ve­ 
hicles. 


It also gave the enemy an op­ 
portunity to train its long-range 
130mm guns on coastal popu­ 
lation centers and increased the 
threat to Da Nang. South Viet­ 
nam’s second-largest city. 


In the Saigon region, heavy 
fighting was reported on two 
sides of the capital. Govern­ 
ment

battled 
en­ 
trenched 
North 
Vietnamese 
near the site of a disastrous 
Tuesday anibush nortn ot Sai­ 
gon. Another North Vietnamese 
force occupied a village and cut 
Highway 4, the rice road south­ 
west of Saigon. 


South Vietnamese military of­ 
ficials disclosed in a delayed 
report that an ambush 36 miles 
north of Saigon left a battalion 
of

300 
government 
rangers with 30 dead, 40 miss­ 


ing and more than 60 wounded 
Tuesday. 


Enemy shells still bombarded 
South Vietnamese marines., .at­ 
tempting to recapture Quang 
Tri in the far north despite 
days of unusually heavy air 
strikes north, west and south cf 
the city. 


U.S. B52 bombiers flew anoth­ 
er 18 missions over the prov­ 
ince and the demilitarized zone, 
dropping more than liSOO tons 
of explosives at suspected sup­ 
ply caches, troop concehtra^ 
tions and staging areas. 
T " 


In the air war oyer North 
Vietnam, U.S. jets flew more 
than 310 strikes, the most in a 
week. Pilots claimed: they dsiin- 
aged or destroyed 10 ammuni­ 
tion 
storage 
buildhigs, 
15 
bridges and 31 water supply 
craft. 


The U.S. Command called off 
search and rescue efforts? for 
crews of three aircraft downed 
over North Vietnam last week 
and announced that all^,*six 
crewmen were missing. 


Radio Hanoi Remarks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Parts 
of transcripts being scrutinized 
in a probe of actress Jane 
Fonda’s Hanoi .broadcasts to 
U.S. 
servicemen were made 
public by the House Internal 
Security Committee Friday. 


They quoted her as saying to 
the servicemen: 


“ Tonight when you are alone, 
iusk yourselves: What are you 
doiiig? 


“ Accept no ready answers 
fed to you by rote from’basic' 
training.... I know that if you 
saw and if you knew the Viet­ 
namese under peaceful condi­ 
tions, you would hate, the men 
who are sending you on bomb­ 
ing missions.” 


They also attribute these re­ 
marks to her: 


“ Have you any idea what 
your bombs are doing when you 
pull the levers and push the 
buttons?” 


Miss Fonda is also quoted as 


saying: 
“Should 
you 
allow 
these same people and ^same 
liars to define for you who your 
enemy is?” 


No other portions of the tran­ 
script were released by the 
committee. An aide said the 
texts were obtained from “oth­ 
er government sources,’? but 
would not elaborate. 


The committee, meanwhile, 
said it'hu> ’1)een formally 
vised by the attorney general’s 
office that the Justice Depart­ 
ment is reviewing the texts al­ 
legedly 
covering 
statements 
made by Miss Fonda during 
her recent visit to North Viet­ 
nam. 


Miss Fonda, the committee 
said, “ is known to have made 
at least 10 broadcasts to' U.S. 
servicemen in Southeast Asia.”

No Complete Defense To A Nuclear Attack 
Debate Tends To Obscure Basis Of SALT Accord 


À Peace Formula 


It is, of course, perfectly obvious 
, that Henry Kissinger and Le Duc Tho 
'TPould not have flown all the way from 
Paris to Saigon and Hanoi respective- 
‘îy unless something interesting had 
‘Come out of the talks in Paris. 


You go from Paris to Saigon and 
, ;JJanoi if the gap between the rival posi­ 
tions in Paris hasi narrowed by enough 
“to be worth reporting to the people 
who will be most affected if that gap 
^ 
bridged by some formula which the 
^ negotiators have been feeeking. 
C 
The two negotiators, are, properly, 
; being most discreet about the formula 
they are presenting; or promoting, in 
; Saigon and Hanoi but there is no great 
^ secret about its outlines. 
* 
A fprmula must, to be successful, 
reflect military realities. The military 


- realities are that the armies of Hanoi 
- are unable to score a décisive military 
victory in the South, but the armies 
of Saigon are equally unable to expel 


; their enemies from the South. This 
is a stalemate which cannot be broken 
either by the remarkable will to victory 
of the Hanoi soldiers or by the enorm­ 
ous weight of American bombs back- 
^ ing Saigon’s troops. 
- 
Not only is it a stalemate now. 
} It is also a stalemate which can be sus­ 
tained by the two sides indefinitely. 


^ Ttie bombing has not prevented the 
; Hanoi armies from keeping the field 
and keeping up the pressure. Indeed, 
they are deployed now for still another 
offensive on a broad front. There is 
anxiety in the Pentagon. But so long 
ia s American air and sea power con- 
« tinue to back up the Saigon armies 


they seem to be able to hold and repel 
the major enemy offensevs. Saigon holds 
the cities even though Hanoi holds 
much of the hinterland. 


There is a formula implied by this 
which has been explored and discussed 
among the diplomats since the outlines 
of the military stalemate first emerg­ 
ed way back in 1968. The talk then 
was of a “sifindstill cease-fire.” Jt 
meant that everyone would stop shoot­ 
ing and stay where they would be at 
that moment. It would mean the Viet 
Cong in control of rnuch of the coun­ 
tryside, büt Saigon in control of the 
cities and the connecting main high­ 
ways. The two would work out a modüs 
vivendi from there. 


Now the talk is of a two-tiered 
government in South Vietnam; one for 
the areas held now by the Thieu gov­ 
ernment and the other for those held 
by the Viet Cong. The two would then 
proceed to try to work out a formula 
for holding a national election. 


It is taken for granted among the 
diplomats that such a formula would 
include representation for the National 
Liberation Front in both government 
and in arrangements for elections. It 
is also assumed that President Thieu 
will step aside a month, at least, be­ 
fore elections are held. 


These features of a settlement 
have long been visible and available. 
The only serious question is whether 
Hanoi finds them less attractive than 
going on with the war effort. If they 
buy now—it will be a welcome sur­ 
prise at the White House.

> wrestling with the matter since Asso- 
jf. date Justice Abe Fortas resigned from 
«;^e Supreme Court under fire in 1969. 


It'is evident that the proposed rules 
. are a direct outgrowth of that episode. 
> 
, 
Under the proposal, judges would 
be required not only to report gifts 


' worth $100 or more, but also to submit 
' an annual public report on income from 
■ 
non-judicial sources. This would include 
: such things as lecture fees, payment 
, for writings and speaking engage­ 
ments, money received from participa- 
‘ tion on boards, and the like. 


private investments would be 
^eluded from the report requirements. 


The danger of influence because of 
investments would be minimized, how­ 
ever, by further requirements for dis­ 
qualification in individual cases. The 
new rules provide that a judge has 
the duty to disqualify himself if he 
has any financial interest in the case, 
if his relatives or spouse’s relatives 
have an interest, or if the judge has 
fomled “fixed beliefs” as to a case or 
has personal knowledge of the facts 
involved. 


These are tight rules, but they 
do not seem unnecessarily stringent 
nor demeaning. They promise to carry 
out the feeling expressed by the head 
of the special ABA committee which 
devised the rules, former California Su- 
reme Court Chief Justice Roger J. Tray- 
nor. “It is not enough,” he told the Bar 
Association’s House of Delegates, “that 
people have confidence in the sturdi­ 
ness of legal proceedings. They also 
must have utmost confidence in the 
. integrity of their judges.” That sums 
up the rationale of this revision of the 
rules.

Maybe 7 States McGovern's

MIAMI BEACH (NEA) - Re­ 
publicans who gathered here to 
nominate the Nixon-^^ew tic­ 
ket think it may win in a sweep 
over McGovern^Shriver this fall, 
and they’re trying to avoid get­ 
ting giddy over the prospect. 


A party leader from a large 
eastern state told me: 


“I don’t want to be over­ 
confident, but I find it hard to 
be underconfident.” 


I ran the ■ 50-state map with 
a veteran GOP electoral-vote 
counter, and spot-checked about 
15 states, including seven of 
the most populous 10. There 
is just no bad news at the mo­ 
ment 
for 
President 
Nixon, 
though in a few big states, moet 
particularly California, the situ­ 
ation is considered somewhat 
shaky. 


The people I canvassed are 
without exception realists. Not 
one expects Mr. Nixon to hold 
the kind of 20-point-plus lead 
he has in the national polls, but, 
in all but a few cases, they 
can’t see Mr Nixon sliding far 
enough to lose their states. 


They know all about this busi­ 
ness of Mr. Nixon starting out 
with his leads and then frit­ 
tering them away. They think 
his support among disaffected 
Democrats is fu*mer this time, 
and less likely to flow back 
acr(»s the line. 


The Republican who gave me 
the 50-state rundown thinks that 
McGovern,today may be lead­ 
ing in no more than seven states 
—Hawaii, California, South Da­ 
kota, 
Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, 
West Virginia and Massachu­ 
setts. And this judgment gives 
the Democratic nominee the 
benefit of serious doubts in at 
least California and Minnesota. 


The seven states have a total 
electoral vote of 94, with 270 
the number required for victory 
in November. 


California might better be 
rated a tossup. Yet, despite ex­ 
cellent early organization work 
there, the Nixon people think 
it is the big state they are most 
likely to lose. 


By now the word is ^read 
wide that the respected Minne­ 
sota poll currently gives Mr. 
Nixon a 58-51 edge over Mc­ 
Govern, with 40 per cent of 1968 
Humphrey voters saying they 
intend to back Mr. Nixon. Sev­ 
eral Minnesota leaders in both 
parties »ay, however, that tihii; 
situation is pretty sure to close 
up in the weeks ahead. 


That stunning generalization 
about tho whole 11-state South 
going for Mr. Nixon still seems 
to be valid, though some Demo­ 
crats tapped earlier think 28- 
vote Texas can be salvaged. 
Spot checking here suggests all 
the

McGovern. 


One key Republican doubts 
he will ¿pend much time and 
money in the South, though 
there may be a lot of hopeful 
talk and a few showcase trips.

Nixon-Agnew losing any of the 
eight mountain states, or more 
than South Dakota among the 
five in the plains area. In the 
Pacific zone, Oregon and Wash­ 
ington are trending Nixonward, 
and the President gets a lift 
in Alaska from the well-fixed 
re-election candidacy of Sen. 
Ted Stevens. 


In the Middle West, GOP 
sources think Illinois and Mich­ 
igan look very good. Ohio better 
than earlier but still trouble­ 
some. 
Wisconsin 
seems Mc­ 


Govern’s best bet. 


With swing-state Connecticut 
strong for Mr. Nixon today, only 
Massachusetts in New England 
is being rated McGovern. The 
East’s big three—New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania- 
all fall in Mr. Nixon’s column 
right now. There is real fear 
a couple of these might shift 
later on as McGovern narrows 
the gap. But no one I talked 
to in this city thinks such a shift 
would signal a winning Mc­ 
Govern surge.

U\ss has lH!on said about the 
formal treaty sharply limiting 
the deployment of defensive 
nuclear weapons, the ^o-called 
antiballistlc missiles (ABMs), 
to two isolated complexes in 
each country, a treaty that may 
render tho question of offensive 
fire power academic. 


The ABM treaty, which is 
easily enforceable by means of 
satellite Inspection, leaves both 
the United States and Russia 
mutually vulnerable to nuclear 
attack. 


No Complete Defense 
Gerard C. Smith, director of 
the Arms Control and Disar­ 
mament 
Agency, 
said 
the 
treaty “in effect ... says that 
neither side is going to defend 
its nationwide territory. This is 
an admission of tremendous 
psychological 
significance, 
I 
believe, recognition that the 
deterrent forces of both sides 
are not going to be challenged.” 
Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
chairman of the Senate Armed 
Forces Committee, who can hot 
be charged with agreeih;g to 
any weakening of the American 
military, said the same thing 
on the Senate floor Aug. 15: 


“I do not want to get excited 
about it, but I have been very 
close to these problems for the 
last several years; and I say on 
my responsibility —every ounce 
of it —that there is no complete 
defense to a nuclear attack; 
that if these arms are ever 
turned loose by one party or 
another and we have a nuclear 
war, great parts of the world 
will be destroyed and a great 
percentage of the population of 
the world will be destroyed... I 
urge approval of the intermi 
agreement which is limited but 
is a start.” 


Some Lawmakers Worry 
The 
treaty, 
in 
essence, 
institutionalizes the “stalemate 
of nuclear 
terror,” a 
major 
factor for more than a decade 
in preventing a world conflict. 


The Senate has ratified the 
ABM treaty but has not acted 
on the “interim agreement,” 
which 
places 
limitations 
on 
offensive land and submarine 
based nuclear weapons that 
each side may deploy for five 
years. 


The 
agreement will leave 
Russia after five years with 
more missiles than the United 
States but with fewer war­ 
heads, since America is far 
ahead of the Russians in the 
technique of placing multiple 
independently 
retargeted 
ve­ 
hicles (MIRVs) on a single 
missile —up to three such 
warheads on the land-based 
Minuteman 
intercontinental 
missile and up to 10 on each of 
the 16 missiles of the Poseidon 
submarines. 


That the United States will 
have fewer missiles worries 
some members of Congress, 
notably Sen, Henry M, Jackson, 
D-Wash., who wants to add an 
amendment 
warning 
Russia 
that at the end of the five years 
some 
arrangement must be 
made to give the United States 
parity in number of missiles, no 
matter 
what 
the 
American 
warhead superiority. 


First Strike Foolish 
Prior to the Abm treaty, it 
was always possible that one 
nation could develop an ABM 
defense that might blunt the 
other side’s ability to respond 
to a first strike. Now, as Henry 
Owen, former chief of the State 
Department 
policy 
planning 
staff wrote recently, “no such 
Illusion is possible.” 
Administration officials point 
out that at the end of the five 
years the United States, in 
addition to land-based missiles 
will have deployed 42 Poseidon 
submarines. Even if a Russian 
first-strike could destroy 
all 
U.S. Imid-based missiles and 41 
Poseidon submarines — an im­ 
possible task —the one remain­ 
ing Poseidon submarine could 
devastate Russia. 


i^s 16 missiles, each 
with 10 warheads, the Poseidon 
could devastate 160 Russian 
cities, delivering four times the 
explosive 
power of 
all 
the 
bombs dropped on Germany 
and Japan in World War U. 


Owen argues that since each 
side, under the ABM treaty; “is 
committed to remain naked to 
Its enemies,” it is inconceivable 
either superpower “would se­ 
riously contemplate a first use 
of nuclear weapons.” 


This points up the impor­ 
tance, he contends, of looking 
to conventional forces, the only 
military forces either side could 
afford to use unless it wished to 
commit nuclear sulcldo and

At the same time, a bill has 
been introduced in Congress for 
a government-backed program 
to promote demand for bread 
and other wheat products in the 
United Staites. Opponents say 
this could also result in higher 
prices. 


The American Bakers Associ­ 
ation, which represents about 


1,000 bakeries, said Thursday 
that an “extraordinary ^rice 
movement for Hour” 8ince«the 
Soviet wheat agreement has in­ 
creased their costs by approxi­ 
mately two-thirds of a cent per 
pound of bread.

LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. 
(A P)—Without a sea in sight, 
the Navy starts training pros, 
pective women officers Satur­ 
day in a program that would 
qualify them for general ship­ 
board duty. 


The trainees are the first 16 
women to be selected for the 
Naval Reserve Officer Training 
Corps (NROTC). Seven of them 
will be freshmen at Purdue 
University, four each will at­ 
tend Jacksonville (Fla.) Uni­ 
versity and the University of 
Washington and one will enroll 
at Southern University in Loui 
siana. 


Purdue’s distaff cadets will 
be sworn in with 45 males Sat­ 
urday. 


The ladies are not necessarily 
destined for sea duty, although 
there is a possibility they could 
be assigned to ships when they 
graduate four years from now. 


But their curriculum “ will be 
right down the line” with that 
for men, said Capt. I.H. Knud- 
son, commanding officer of the 
Purdue NROTC unit. 


And if they complete their 
NROTC training and are com­ 
missioned, the women sworn in 
Saturday will be “as equipped 
to go aboard ship as men,” 
Knudson said. 


Only 16 women were selected 
this fall because the program is 
on a trial basis. 


Previously women officers re­ 
ceived military indoctrination 
and initial training only at the 
N a v y ’ s 
Officer 
Candidate 
School for Women in Newport, 
R.I. Their training there, how­ 
ever, was (or shore duty only. 


Until the announcement that 
women probably would be as­ 
signed to ships within a few 
years, the Navy had planned to 
offer women NROTC students 
substitute courses for those re­ 
quired for shipboard officers. 


Now the curriculum remains 
the same for both .sexes. The

Q,—'I have a number of wood 
projects coming up which mil 
requre strong joints. I’m sim­ 
ply no good at making such 
joints as half laps, middle laps, 
rabbets, 
miters and dadoes, 
even if I had the proper tools to 
make them. Since this wiU be 
ro ^h work, I am thinking of 
using metal fasteners. Can you 
tell me something about them? 


A.—Metal fasteners are ideal 
for insuring rigid, strong joints. 
WhUe most of them necessarily 
must be visible, some can be 
hidden or at least made incon­ 
spicuous by careful placement. 
Corner braces are those placed 
on the inside edges of the wood 
to be held together. Flat corner 
fasteners 
are 
screwed 
into 
place on the faces of the piece 
to he joined. When one piece of 
wood is to be joined to anothen' 
in a T fashion, use what is 
called a flat tee fastener. A 
simple mending plate is called 
for when the two ends of wood 
are to be held together. Corru­ 
gated or skotch (cq) fastenersi 
are for the faces of corners. 
They go in the same places 
as the flat corner fasteners pre­ 
viously mentioned but are not 
as strong. In, all cases, the 
joints can be made even strong­ 
er by the use of adhesive, but 
presumably that is something 
you also wish to avoid. 


Q.—We have had our house 
20 years. We paint it every 
three or four years. Each time 
we have the same problem. 
The previous coat of paint be­ 
gins to blister and peel, after 
two or three years and we have 
,'to go through the very tough 
^job of scraping off all the loose 
paint before, putting on a new 
co&t. What causes this and is 
there any way to stop it? 


A.—Peeling 
paint 
can 
be 
caused by a number of things. 
It simply may be there are too 
many coats of paint on the 
hous^ and that the weight of it 
is causing the top coat to peel. 
Poor adhesion of the original 
coat is another cause, as is the 
use of inferior paint at any 
tipie during the series of paint­ 
ings. But the most common 
cause of peeling paint on tho 
outside of a house is moisture 
which is trapped below the 
paint. Such moisture can result 
from water which is getting be­ 
hind the walls through gaps on 
the outside, in ^ c h case an 
extensive 
caulking 
job 
is 
needed. Or it can come from 


too much moisture inside the 
house which, having insufficient 
openings through which to es­ 
cape, 
penetrates 
the 
inside 
walls and settles behind the 
outer waUs, Condensation is 
formed when this warm, moist 
air hits the cooler parts of the 
outer 
walls 
and 
graduaUy 
forces its way under lihe paint. 


To prevent this inside mois- 
tiu*e from attacking tiie outside 
waUs, it must be given a way 
to escape or 
it 
must 
be 
trapped. The latter caUs for the 
use of a dehumidifier. The for­ 
mer requires the use of erfiaust 
fans, especiaUy in such places 
as kitchens and bathrooms; 
small vents or buyers in the 
outside walls; and such simple 
things as opening the windows t 
when 
excessive moisture is 
building up,

Food Hoarding 
Urged In Case 
Of Atomic Attack 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department, at a 
time when consumers are pay­ 
ing record high prices for gro­ 
ceries, says Americans should 
hoard food just in case of atom­ 
ic attack. 


The recommendation was in­ 
cluded in an updated pamphlet 
issued Thursday, the day the 
d e p a r t m e n t reported food 
prices soared to record heights. 
The pamphlet, entitled “Family 
Food Stockpile for Survival,” 
was first issued in Aug. 1961, a 
period when civil defense and 
k a r of nuclear attack were 
prevalent. 


“Every family should either 
build up and keep a two-week 
supply of regular food in the 
home at all times or assemble 
and maintain a .special two- 
week stockpile of survival foods 
in the fallout shelter or home,” 
the USDA advised. 


The publication, identified as 
“slightly revised” in July this 
year, included sample menus 
for families hiding in fallout 
shelters until threats of nuclear 
contamination passed.

16,000 Acres 
Of Los Padres 
Forest Charred 


FILLMORE, 
Calif. 
(U P D - 
The year’s worst brush fire 
nibbled into the Sespe condor 
sanctuary today, but firefight­ 
ers received unexpected help 
from 
freakishly 
unseasonable 
weather—cold and fog. 


More than 16,000 acres of Los 
Padres 
National 
Forest 
had 
gone up in flames as the fire 
entered its fourth day today. 
One spearhead charred about 
350 acres of the Sespe Wildlife 
Area, the U.S. Forest Service 
reported. 


The area is the last refuge of 
the 
rare 
California 
condor, 
largest bird of prey in the 
world. But a Forest Service 
biologist said all but 15 to 20 of 
the estimated 60 birds—all that 
remains of the species—were 
away hunting in higher moun­ 
tains, and those that stayed 
behind 
were 
nesting 
at the 
other end of the sanctuary, 
about nine miles from the fire. 


After three days of tem pera­ 
tures in the 100 degree range, 
banks of heavy fog rolled into 
the forest Thursday. Tempera­ 
tures dropped to the 70s during 
the day and into the low 60s at 
night. 


“If the we&ther holds, it will 
give us the leverage to get in 
on this fire,” a Forest Service 
spokesman said. 


The cool air, surging inland 
from

firefighters facing a n o t h e r 
brush fure to the southeast. 
That blaze had burned through 
3,440 acres in the San Jacinto 
Mountains by today. But state

we handled them properly, and 
I believe we did.” 


“Big deal,” said John Ma­ 
lone, manager of a tire store 
neiar 
the 
Convention 
Center. 
“They get their share of con­ 
ventions, they always have and 
they always will. These con­ 
ventions 
have 
cost the 
city 
money and will continue to.” 


He said they hurt his busi­ 
ness and “I wouldn’t ask ’em 
back if I had a say so.” 


Some officials agreed. 
“The 
democratic 
process 
must continue, but let’s do it 
somewhere else,” 
said Dade 
County Sheriff E. Wilson Pur­ 
dy.

Increase In Paychecks

Mostly they apply to lower 
paid workers. Clerical workers,

personnel,

workers, 
dockworkers and lower grades 
in 
the 
People’s 
Liberation 
Army 
(PLA) 
all 
reported 
increases. So did teachers in 
lower-level schools, but higher 
paid 
professors 
In 
Peking 
University say thereihave b ^ n 
no increases since 1962, 


Most new increases, first in 
several years, have taken place 
since June although some came 
earlier. 


During the past several days, 
a party of UPI reporters led by 
UPI 
President 
Roderick 
W. 
Beaton has talked to workers, 
teachers, PLA men and others. 


On a visit to the Great Wall, 
w h i c h draws 
thousands of 
Chinese visitors, more than a 
dozen workers from North and 
South China were interviewed. 
All but one confirmed that his 
)aycheck 
was 
larger. 
Wage 
ncentives were abolished dur­ 
ing the Cultural Revolution, but 
there 
were some 
indications 
elsewiiere that they were at 
least bfting discussed again. In 
none 
of 
the 
places 
visited, 


however, were they in force. 


Increases at the Peking Arts 
and 
Crafts 
factory 
averaged 
about $3.50 per month in each 
of the eight wage levels. More 
than 1,000 workers there turn 
out handsome carved figurines, 
reproductions 
of Chinese an­ 
tiques and paintings. 


Most of those employed are 
highly-skilled artisans and sala­ 
ries range from about $8» down 
to $17,50 for beginners. 


One clerk interviewed else­ 
where reported his paycheck 
went up about 10 per cent but 
less than $3 monthly. Several 
other hikes were even less. But 
in a country where salaries run 
around $35 to $40 monthly in 
lower 
classificatifbs,

creases are signlncant. 


NUMBER OF FIRMS 
SPLHTING STOCKS 
MAY HIT NEW HIGH 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
number of companies splitting 
their stock may reach an all- 
time high this year with an 
unintended assist from the Nix­ 
on administration, whose con­ 
trols on dividends are acting to 
encourage splits., 


A split is an action taken by 
a company to increase its num­ 
ber of outstanding shares, at 
the same time decreasing the 
value of each individual share. 
The usual reason is to bring the 
stock into a more attractive 
price range. 


If John Jones owns 100 shares 
of X Corp., worth $100 each, 
and X Corp., declares a 2-for-l 
split, Jones gives up his old 
shares and getjs 200 new ones in 
return. 


According to market econom­ 
ics each of Jones’ new shares 
would be worth $50, so he has 
the same $10,000 investment he 
started out with. 


In fact, however, it often hap­ 
pens 
that the 
value of the 
shares increases a bit, as new 
investors are attracted to the 
stock at its lower price. If the 
price rises to $51 a share, Jones 
has a $200 profit. 


The stock split, in effect, can 
function like a dividend, giving 
Jones a little extra return for 
his money.

‘In stating or implying that

Senator McGovern has evaded 
the fact,” Agnew said. “The 
truth is that the United States 
has never granted a general 
amnesty to draft dogers.

No one will give you a more 
honest answer than this skhmy 
University of Tennessee junior 
from St. Clair iShores, Mich., 
which is only a short run from 
Detroit. 
. Speaking of running; that’s 
what Doug Brown does. He’s a 
runner ... of sorts. 


Specifically, ire’s a steeple- 
chai^r on the U.S. track and 
field team, and if you’re not 
completely sure what a steeple­ 
chase runner is, then take your 
place in line. A lot of other 
people don’t know either. 


There is little danger of the 
steeplechase 
ever 
replacing 
either night baseball or sex. 


*It is nowhere near as popular 
or well-known, although it is far 
more demanding than most of 
the Olympic events. 


“A steeplechase is just short 
of two miles,” explains Brown. 
“It has a total of 28 barriers 
and seven water hazards and 
the idea is to get over them as 
cleanly and quickly as possi­ 
ble.” 


A raspberry-like bruis,e on 
Brown’s left knee was clearly 
apparent as he sat on a 
concrete ledge and talked in 
front of the U.S. team quarters 
in the Olympic Village. The 
bhiise was an obvious memento 
of one of his latest races in 
which he had not gotten over 
the hazard in the prescribed 
manner. 


«“What in the world would 
ever possess anybody to be­ 
come a steeplechase runner?”

Doug Brown is in tip-top 
shape now. 


This , is his first Olympics so 
naturally' he’s uptight a bit 
about that but being quartered 
in the same room with such 
Olympic veterans as Jim Ryun, 
George Young and Bob Seagren 
has made life much easier.

The 3,000-meter steeplechase 
here in the Olympics is really 
divided into two events^ The 
trials come first Sept. 1 and the 
finals next Sept. 4. 


Amos Biott of Kenya was the 
gold medal winner last time in 
Mexico City and is here this 
time to try again. 


“Thereis no real favorite, 
though,” says Brown. “Nobody 
in the world' could pick a 
winner in this event. There are 
68 entrants and any number 
can win. My chances? About as 
good as they were in the trials 
at Eugene, Ore. Most people 
figured 1 couldn’t make the 
team. They 
weren’t running, 
though. I was.” 


Doug Brown, a nice, friendly 
young man built like a walking 
cane, 
is 
getting

steeplechase running more and 
more. 


“It’s a tough event,” he says, 
“and it gives you one of the 
greatest'

No matter how he does here 
in the Olympics, Brown will go 
back home a winner anyway.

Looked Down 
Upon By Others

White, the youngest member of 
the United States fencing team, 
says fencers are not in good 
standing with other Olympic 
athletes. 


“We’re looked down upon in 
the village because we all 
smoke and drink and have no 
training rules,” the 21-year-old 
pre-med student at New York 
University said. 


“What they don’t understand 
is that we have to be mentally 
sharp,

added the black athlete who is 
one of the nation’s top hopes 
for the first American fencing 
medal in 12 years. 


“I might be the best hope, 
but I don’t think any miracles 
are going to happen,” said the 
attractive Baltimore native.

NEW YORK - (NEA) ~ 
When do harness drivers fix 
races? Not always in dark cor­ 
ners of stables, or in smoke- 
fiiled back rooms. Often races 
are fixed right out where thou­ 
sands of people can see them. 


While waiting for a signal 
from a driver, I would sit up 
in the stands waiting for the 
deal to be arranged. Drivers 
would talk over a race on the 
track in the warm-up, drivmg 
side by side. The only people 
in the stands who could tell 
what was being said were lip- 
reader§ with high-powered bi­ 
noculars and X-ray vision. Or 
the ones who got the signals. 


Two drivers might box out 
a favorite to let another guy 
win. Sometimes a driver would 
“pull” his horse—that is, not 
allow him to run his best. Once, 
some dummy was winning the 
race and suddenly remembered 
near the finish line what he was 
doing. He pulled the reins with 
his left hand while whipping 
with the right. He had lost his 
head. The horse jumped. After 
the T «» the driver explained 
that a rabbit had run in front 
of the horse. Rabbit’s name 
must’ve been Harvey. 


Once, the horse I owned, High 
Step, thought he was a bird. 
At the time, he had a quarter- 
crack—a 
hoof 
infection. 
He 
could hardly walk, which wasn’t 
unusual for him, but now he 
walked with pain. That after­ 
noon my driver-trainer, Steve 
Fillmore, told me to bet him 
big. “You got alligator shoes? 
Give them to the ticket seller, 
too,” he told me. But he told 
me not to bet to win, but for 
place and show. Yes, sir I bet 
big, something was up. 


The horse was running near 
last almost the whole race. 
When the pack turned toward 
the stretch. High Step was still 
way back. I was about to panic. 
That’s when High Step sprouted 
wings. He came hard on the 
outside 
and 
finished 
second. 
After the race I went backside 
(the stable area) to thank Fill- 
more for the tip. He told me 
he had drugged the horse. He 
said he could have won the race 
by five lengths but didn’t want 
to finish first. Winners were 
given post-race saliva tests. 


Doping horses is not too com­ 
mon any more. Deals between 
drivers make it an unnecessary 
risk. Now, in Illinois and in sev­ 
eral other states, the wnner 
plus two or three others in ev­ 
ery race are given post - race 
tests. Ohio and New York are 
now giving pre-race urinalysis 
to all horses. So why blow up 
a safe when you have the com 
bination? 


All you need is a couple of 
friendly drivers who owe you 


else. The rest are no-accounts 
and horses so lame they need 
to be pulled by a tow truck. I’ve 
seen horses come in 20 lengths 
behiud the next-to-last horse. 


Drivers of second-rate horses 
often have as much to do with 
the winning of a harness race 
as the best horses. They can 
go head-to-head early with the 
“unfriendly” contender in order 
to burn him out. A harness 
horse can only go full steam 
for about a quarter of the mile 
race. If that big quarter is at 
the start, then the horse falls 
to the back of the pack, leaving 
him with his tongue dragging. 


Another common trick is call­ 
ed “parking” a horse, forcing 
a horse to run on the outside, 
away from the rail. Sometimes 
he has to run three wide. This 
makes a horse run maybe an 
extra quarter of a mile. If he 
can win then, then he’s a Super­ 
horse. Few are. 


I won thousands of dollars 
in the six months I owned High 
Step, from bettmg on this inside 
information. 
You 
ask, 
why 
didn’t I become a millionaire? 
Many reasons. 


No one has all the informa­ 
tion. And there are so many 
uncontrollables. You can’t con­ 
trol things like a horse tripping, 
a horse breaking gait, a wheel 
rolling off a sulky, a tipster 
underestimating a horse, or a 
dishonest driver lying to you. 
My driver once told me he had 
bought out a driver in a race, 
then my driver changed the 
plans at the last minute without 
telling me. There is not always 
honor among thieves. A million 
things can go wrong. 


In most cases, all a profes­ 
sional gambler can hope for 
at a harness track is simply 
more information than the aver­ 
age bettor. The fans are betting 
the field, the insider is betting 
two or three horses. Sometimes 
one. The fans are betting form 
charts, the insider is betting 
from the horse’s mouth. Some­ 
times the insiders lose. 


A gambler with a definite 
tip can’t bet too much on one 
race. If he goes to a window 
with big dough he might single- 
handedly bring the price sus­ 
piciously down too far—at least 
it was that way when the handle 
for a race was $50,000 or less. 
It’s getting harder to lay off 
big bets with track bookies be­ 
cause track officials have been 
cleamng that up. 


And off-track bookies don’t 
handle the trotters much They 
don’t trust ’em. Smart boys.

Conservation Arrests 743 


SPRINGFIELD — Conserva­ 
tion law enforcement officers 
totaled 743 arrests during July, 
according to William D. Miller, 
Chief of the Division of Law 
Enforcement, 
Illinois 
Depart­ 
ment of Conservation. . 


Boating violations topped the 
list of offenses witb 398 follow­ 
ed by fish infractions with 240; 
park violators,. 85; and game 
violators, 20. 


Miller said that $9,625 in fines 
was added to the Fish and 
Game Fund during the month. 


Among boating violations, the 
most numerous was for imap- 
proved lifesaving devices, with 
208. There were 82 arrests for 
unapproved fire extinguishers, 
59 for operation of an unreg­ 
istered boat, 15 £or* towing a 
skier without an observer, and 
12 for creating a wake in a no* 
?rake area. 


Of the 240 fish violations, 215 
were for having no valid li­ 
cense. There were six for not 
having a license in possession, 
five for fishing without permis­ 
sion, and four for possession 
of undersized walleye. 


Park infractions included 44 
arrests, for possession of alco­ 
holic beverages in a park, 13 
for speeding, and seven each 
for operating a vehicle in a 
reckless manner and parking 
in an undesignated area. 


Six of the ganie violations 
were for hunting during a closed 
season.' There were three vio­

OUTDOOR RECREATION 


SPRINGFIELD — Most farm­ 
ers measure their annual suc­ 
cess by bushels raised per acre, 
but there is a select group of 
24 farmers in Illinois whose suc­ 
cess is measured in pounds pro­ 
duced per acre. 


And their crop is grown in 
ponds. These farmers raise fish. 


In 1971 there were 35 licensed 
fish farmers in the state and 
24 of them raised and sold lisb. 


A survey by the Illinois De­ 
partment of Conservation show­ 
ed that 217 ponds with 361 acres 
of water produced 88,000 pounds 
of fish valued at $130,000. 


“To enter the fish farming 
business requires suitable land 
for pond con^xuction, an ample 
supply of water, a market for 
the fish, and technical know­ 
how,” said Al Lopinot, chief 
fisheries biologist for the De­ 
partment. 
“Technical 
knowl­ 
edge cannot be overemphasized. 


Too many popular articles on 
the subject neglect this im­ 
portant issue, resulting in bank­ 
ruptcy for many “ro ^ e ” cat­ 
fish farmers. In addition, the 
potential farmer will need suk- 
able financial backing and a 
license ^ m tìie state in order 
to sell Óie fish.” 


The prinàple species raised 
and sold last year in IQìnois 
were: 
rainbow 
trout, 
50,000 
pounds; channel catfish, 31,000 
pounds; 
golden shiners 
(for 
bait) 42,000 
as weU as 


limited numbers of bluntnose 
minnows, bluegill, largemouth 
bass, flatnose minnows, hybrid 
sunfish and bullheads.

NEW YORK (AP) -- The 
teim ‘ self-regulation” as it ap­ 
plies to the securities business 
is begomihg archaic, it would 
seem, headed for use mainly as 
an Historical reference to a 
fre^#eeling past. 


Over tiie past four decades 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission has steadily en 
croached on the powers of bro­ 
kers and exchanjges to run their 
affairs, in the main because it 
was felt that self-regulation of­ 
ten meant self-interest. 


Now Wall Street’s authority 
to plan the future of its own in­ 
dustry 
seems 
about to 
be 
stripped further by Congress, 
where feeling is said to be 
strong for introducing, of all 
things, more competition. 


The latest advisory to stock 
exchanges, one that could be­ 
come law if the advice isn’t ac­ 
cepted, is to eliminate altogeth­ 
er those fixed minimum com 
missions that small investors 
claim take too large a bite out 
of their profits. 


In place of standard commis­ 
sions, which now are set by the 
industry under SEC regulation 
on orders of less than $300,000, 
the fees brokers charged would 
depend on how badly they 
wanted the business —■ that is, 
competitively. 


In the easier days, all com 
missions were fixed. If you 
wanted to buy a share in Amer­ 
ica, as the term goes, you gen 
erally had no choice but to pay 
the existing fee. 


In the past, a broker per­ 
formed a wonderful service so 
long as it was construed as a 
service. But as times changed 
and the brokerage industry 
didn’t, brokers came to be 
viewed as obstructions in the 
way of the right to buy. 


Self-regulation too often was 
interpreted by the industry as 
the right, even the obligation, 
to protect members. And in­ 
variably this protection seems 
to have come at the public’s ex­ 
pense. 


Now the House Commerce 
subcommittee 
that, 
among 
many suggestions, urges an end 
to fixed fees, states that “the 
phrase ‘self-regulation’ be con­ 
signed to the past,” and “coop­ 
erative regulation” be substi­ 
tuted. 


The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. John E. Moss, D-Calif., 
warns that legislation will be 
introduced unless further steps 
are taken to introduce more 
competitive pricing, eventually 
ending a practice that pro­ 
moted inefficiency. 


“If the securities industry ex­ 
pends as much energy in ad­ 
justing to a competitive system 
as it has in debating its wis­ 
dom,” the rejwrt stated, “the 
subcommittee is convinced that 
the industry will not only sur 
vive, but it will flourish.” 


The new term may be “coop 
erative regulation,” but anyone 
in the industry can recognize 
that as a euphimism. It would 
be too blunt to say “cooperate 
or else.”

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Personal Finance 
Ifs So Easy To Go 
To Jail-Innocently

It’s so easy to become a 
criminal these days that you 
can qualify for a stretch up the 
river by, for example, selling 
your refrigerator when 
you 
move. 


Here’s a plot that could get 
you maybe five years: You 
bought your refrigerator on 
credit and have made all but 
three of the 24 monthly pay­ 
ments. But now you’re moving 
—selling your house. 


You’d rather sell the refrig­ 
erator than ship it across the 
country. Fortunately, the people 
who are buying your house say, 
“Sure, we’ll buy your nice, al- 
most-new refrigerator.” 


They hand you a check—and 
you’ve committeed a crime. 


Look at the fine print in your 
installment contract. You’ll un­ 
doubtedly find 
a paragraph 
reading something like this: 
“Buyer shall not sell or transfer 
the merchandise nor remove 
it from the state without the 
express consent of the seller.” 
Some such clause is in every 
installment contract to protect 
what is known in legal circles 
as the seller’s “security inter­ 
est.” When it says in the con­ 
tract that “the seller reserves 
a security interest in the mer­ 
chandise,” what it means in 
plain English is that the seller 
has the right to repossess the 
refrigerator if you fail to make 
the specified payments. 


Then, to protect this right—to 
make sure the refrigerator will 
be there if the* merchant de­ 
cides to come and get it—^your 
installment contract stipulates 
that you may not sell it or re­ 
move it from the state. And 
in a number of states it is a 
crime punishable by imprison­ 
ment to sell anything in which 
another person has a security 
interest.

technically you may have com­ 
mitted a criminal act that could 
send you to prison. 


It’s one illustration of many 
pitfalls for the unwary that are 
to be found in the contracts you 
sign when you buy on credit— 
and the reason why consumers 
are urged to observe what have 
been called the three Rs of buy­ 
ing on credit: 


—Read before you sign. An 
appalling number of buyers sign 
contracts without reading them 
and many come to grief as a 
result. 


—Require an explanation of 
every word you don’t under­ 
stand. 


—Retain a copy of every ^ 
document 
you 
sign—which 
2îJi L 
means making sure, before you 
sign, that you’re going to get 
copy. An unscrupulous mer­ 
chant—or just an enterprising 
one—can later write in anything 
he pleases, if you have no copy 
to prove exactly what it was 
that you signed. 


Above all, never let a sales­ 
man hurry you into signing any­ 
thing, with assurances that the 
fine print is “just the usual 
stuff.” 


Maybe he’s only in a hurry 
to get on with it. But, on the 
other hand, maybe there are 
special reasons why he doesn’t 
want you to read the fine print;

campaign helped influence a 
decision to raise 1971 federal 
milk price supports, according 
to letters uncovered in a law­ 
suit and reported today by The 
Washington Post. 


Reports of the timing of the 
campaign contributions with a 
decision to increase 
federal 
milk price supports from $4,66 
to $4.93 per hundredweight on 
March 25, 1971, had been pub­ 
lished previously. The decision 
reversed an earlier announce­ 
ment on March 13 that price 
supports 
would 
not 
be in­ 
creased. 


But the Post said its informa­ 
tion shows that officials of one 
large dairymen’s organization 
b e l i e v e their contributions 
helped bring about the reversal 
on the price supports, which in­ 
creased total support payments 
to the industry by as much as 
$700 million. 


The Post said it obtained the 
information from letters in con­ 
nection with a lawsuit brought 
by the National Farmers Or­ 
ganization against major na­ 
tional dairy cooperatives. 


It also said NFO attorney 
Ward Rowley has forwarded 
the letters to Atty. Gen. Rich­ 
ard Kleindienst with the state­ 
ment that “this material . . . 
seems to raise the most serious 
questions of violation of federal 
criminal statutes.” 


A spokesman for the Justice

A 
Senate 
Judiciary 
subcommittee 
also 
has copies of the letters. 


One letter, from William A. 
Powell, president of Mid-Amer­ 
ica Dairymen, Inc., which con­ 
tributed $65,000 to Republican 
coffers, said: 


The facts of life are that the 
economic welfare of dairymen 
does depend a great deal on po- 
litical action. If dau^men are 
to receive their fair share of 
the governmental financial pie 
that we all pay for, we must

“We dairymen as a body can

On 
March 23, 1971, along with nine 
other dairy farmers, I sat in 
the Cabinet room of the White 
House, across the table from 
the President of the United 
States and heard him com­ 
pliment the dairymen on their 
marvelous 
work 4n 
consoli­ 
dating and unifying of our in­ 
dustry and our involvement in 
politics. He said, ‘You people 
are my friends and I appre- 


ciate it.’ 


“Two days later an order 
came from the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture increasing 
the support price of milk to 85 
per cent of pari^, which added 
from $500 to $700 million to 
dairy farmers’ milk checks. We 
dairymen cannot afford ito over­ 
look this kind of economic ben­ 
efit. Whether we like it or not, 
this is the way the system 
works.” 


The letter was sent by Powell 
to another member of the or­ 
ganization.

followed by one day a contribu­ 
tion of $10,0(10 to four Republi­ 
can fund-raising committees by 
TAPE, the political arm of As­ 
sociated Milk Producers, Inc., 
another dairymen’s group.

“Total c o m m u n i c a t i o n 
stresses 
the 
oral approach, 
speech and lipreading, but does 
not make it the deaf child’s only 
means of communication,” ex­ 
plains Kenneth Mangan, super­ 
intendent of the school. “In re­ 
searching* this new technique, 
experts have found that a child 
naturally develops the approacn 
which is easier and more prac­ 
tical for him—without forfeiting 
his basic knowledge of the other 
method.” 


A change in school curricu­ 
lum will accompany the new 
communication. School adminis­ 
trators and supervisors have 
devoted much of the summer 
to formulating plans, policies, 
and procedures for the opening 
of school in September. 


The remaining staff members, 
about 40 teachers and 40 house 
parents, are currently receiv­ 
ing instruction from curriculum 
coordinators during a three 
week training session. 


Participants will learn skills 
necessary to integrate the two 
traditional methods of com­ 
munication into the single con­ 
cept of “total communication.” 


New ISD students and con- 
tinumg students from the Jack­ 
sonville area will report to 
school a week early to act as 
a small, experimental studen. 
body. The week of August 28 
will be a “practice” week dur­ 
ing which trainees will have 
the opportunity to try out their 
newly learned teaching skills, 
analyze themselves via video 
tape, and make any necessary 
modifications.

floor space to add a free-stand 
ing unit somewhere. 


What about heating and cool 
ing? It doesn’t matter so much 
how it gets to your apartment 
as it does ; how much, and 
whether or not you can pre 
cisely control it. If the building 
is not air conditioned, does it 
have adequate wiring for win­ 
dow units? Each room should 
have at least one electrical out­ 
let per wall, don’t be wowed by 
swimming i^ ls, saunas, health 
clubs, putting greens, et al 
They are nice to have, but they 
don’t 
compensate 
for 
tiny 
rooms or shoddy construction 
A mòre practical consideration 
is to check laundry facilities if 
you’re going to be spending 
much tinie in them. 


The most important consider 
ation of all is the conditions of 
rental because no matter how 
good the apartment, it won’t be 
worth a bad lease. To make 
sure you clearly understand the 
terms of any contract you sign, 
it’s best to have a lawyer re­ 
view it for you. 


Make sure you can pay the 
rent. Fix an absolute niinimum 
in your Head before you start 
looking and then be prepared to 
go up no more than $10,

dinner party. Suddenly, an el­ 
derly man slumped in his chair 
and someone shouted, “Is there 
a doctor in the house?” 
Instinctively, David Hartman 
and John Saxon both jumped 
up. 


Just then a real doctor rush­ 
ed forward and the TV doctors 
settled 
back. 
Hartman, 
who 
stars with Saxon in television’s 
“The Doctors,” tells the story

in­ 
volved actors become in long­ 
term roles as doctors. 


With his show preparation — 
inclwling m edical research, at­ 
tendance at m edical seminars 
and weeks as an observer at 
hospitals — Hartman concedes 
he’d be tempted to administer 
treatment in em ergencies. 


Hartman, the tall, rangy ac­ 
tor who portrays Dr. Hunter, 
the cardiologist with a kindly 
bedside manner, is entering his 
fourth season on the NBC series 
which switches tim e slots tMs 
year from its “Bold Ones” peri­ 
od every other Sunday night to 
a weekly spot every Tuesday 
night. 


Because of the long-running 
role, 
strangers 
as 
well 
as 
friends tend to treat Hartman 
as *Dr. Hunter.” 


Although he won’t give pre­ 
scriptions off-screen, Hartman 
is beating out many real doc­ 
tors as the most sought-after 
lecturer 
at 
medical 
societies 
and doctors’ and nurses' con­ 
ventions. 


In recent months he has trav­ 
eled the country speaking to 
groups including the American 
Medical 
Association’s 
con­ 
vention of medical society pres­ 
idents, the American College of 
Chest Physicians, the Associ­ 
ation of Operating Room Nurs­ 
es and the Los Angeles County 
M edical Society. He also dedi­ 
cated a m ed ic^ center at Gal- 
lopolis, Ohio, and attended an 
acupuncture clinic at Stanford 
University. 


Hartman as lecturer usually 
teUs his audiences that tele­ 
vision can educate the public 
about m edical care and ease 
fears of illness. 


More and more, he tries to 
have a say in the kind of shows 
presented on 
“The Doctors,” 
pushing for informative topics. 


“My whole thrust has been to 
make sure we are doing shows 
where we can make some kind 
of contribution,” Hartman says.

Beyond City Limits 


By JOHN B'. MARTIN 


Members of the Board of County Commissioners 
have adopted a subdivision resolution for maps, plats 
and subdivisions which will affect all areas of the county 
outside the incorporcited areas of cities and villages. 


The subdivision resolution does not affect that area 
within a mile and a half of those municipalities having 
zoning laws presently in effect, 
' All example would be tJie 
Jacksonville 
subdivision ordi­ 
nance’which includes that area 
within 
miles of the city 
limits. The county subdivision 
resolution does, iiowever, af­ 
fect that area beyond the 1% 
miles and up to the boundaries 
of ‘ incorporated areas who do 
hot now have 
mile zoning. 


Protection of Residents 
’ 'Adoption of the resolution, ac­ 
cording to Hari7 Thompson, 
chairman of the board, of county 
commissioners, is primarily for 
the protection of those residents 
who are interested in building 
homes in subdivisions in the 
county. 


The resolution provides tor 
a developer to first present a 
tentative plat to the county 
board for inspection. The plat 
must spell out the wdtli of ex­ 
isting roads, streets, with their 
names, alleys, lots, buildnag 
lines, etc.

Witliin the subdivision itself, 
major roads require a 55-foot 
setback from the centerline of 
the road, and mmor sti*eets re- 
quii'e a 50-foot setback for build­ 
ings. Both are minimum re­ 
quirements but may be greater 
if tlie subdivider wishes. Dedi­ 
cations for roads must be 60- 
foot width for major streets 
and 50-foot width for minor 
streets. 


Private roads 
and streets 
shall be permitted only when 
the subdivider submits suffi­ 
cient evidence to the Com­ 
missioners that there can be 
no public interest in such pri­ 
vate road or street. 


The minimum area of any 
lot shall be one acre, except 
within the zoning jurisdiction 
of any municipality. Lots within 
these areas shaU be subject 
to the minimum requn*ements 
of the municipality. The mini­ 
mum area shall also be in com­ 
pliance with the Morgan County 
Health Department in regards 
to sewage disposal. 


Reason for the one-acre lot 
size is to permit adequate space 
for wells and septic tank in­ 
stallations. 


Not less tlian one street of 
60-foot width shall be provided 
to furnish the subdivision with 
access to an existing Public 
Highway. 
Said access street 
shall be improved in accordance 
with the provisions of the reso­ 
lution.

Either ditches or storm sew­ 
ers of adequate size shall be 
provided for surface drainage. 
If 
ditches 
are 
construct^, 
streets shall fc>e graded to a 
width of not less than 30-feet 
from shoulder to shoulder. 


Exposed areas shall be re­ 
seeded or sodded to prevent 
erosion. 
The grades of all 
streets shaU be no greater than 
ten per cent and vertical curves 
shall be no less than 100 feet 
in length. The plan and profile 
of streets shall be approved 
by the County Superintendent 
of Highways before grading op­ 
erations are started. 


Not less than the center 22- 
feet of each street shall be con­ 
structed with gravel or crushed 
stone base course with the com­ 
pleted thickness not less than 
eight inches compacted. The 
surface 
shall 
consist of 
a 
bituminous surface treatment 
for ^avel or crushed stone ac­ 
cording to state specifications. 


In addition to the approval 
of the County Superintendent 
of Highways, the work of con- 
structmg streets or roads shall 
also be subject to the approval 
of the Highway Commissioner 
of the Road District in which 
the streets or roads are being 
constructed. The approval by 
the Road District Commissioner 
shall constitute his agreement 
to accept and incorporate said 
roads and streets into the Dis­ 
trict Road System. 


Other regulations pertain to 
engineering drawmgs, scales for 
proposed maps and sanitary re­ 
quirements.
